JUST BEGUN 


This was the first year at West Potomac High School — a 
new school created through a merging of Fort Hunt and 
Groveton High Schools. The merging came as a result of 
declining enrollment in the Southeast part of Fairfax County, 
declining enrollment that was caused by real estate prices too 

_ high for most young couples to afford. The issue over the clos- 
ing of a high school, the first time a high school in Fairfax 

_ County was closed, was a controversial one that stretched 
through the 1984-1985 school year. Eventually Fort Hunt High 
School was closed and its students relocated to Groveton 
High School, which was renamed West Potomac High School. 

The result of the merger was the “Power on the Potomac,” a 
new powerhouse of a school for the southeastern section of 
Fairfax County. The school promised to be an excellent one; 
combining the two schools’ excellent faculties, student 
bodies, and the wide range of available facilities seemed a no- 
miss proposition. And the school is an excellent one. Its 
SRA and SAT scores were among the highest in the county. Its 
football team, the Wolverines, were consistently ranked on 
top in most polls and finished their regular season with only 
one loss and nine wins. The performances of all of the athletic 
teams far surpassed any of those seen at either Fort Hunt or 
Groveton. 

Although most people had their reservations about the 
school ever becoming united (Fort Hunt and Groveton were 
traditionally rivals), the school rallied and became one.

The Beginning 


The first day of West Potomac High School 
was marked by, among other things, long lines 
and heavy traffic. Traffic in the parking lots, on 
Quander Road, and in the upstairs halls of 
Quander building. Lines, often seeming to 
contain the entire student body, to wait to see 
guidance counselors, (despite their warnings 
that positively no schedule change requests 
would be honored until the second week of 
school) to get food in Left Quander cafeteria, 
and to sign up for favorite, or at least favored, 
PE activities. 

Students arrived at 7:45 on Monday, August 
26 to find several reporters and camera crews 
on the scene, giving the much-awaited school 
its first media test. To outsiders the press 
coverage may have seemed excessive, but to 
seasoned veterans of the school closing issue 
it was all fairly routine. 

It was a day of adjustment for everyone — 
teachers and students. Ex-Fort Hunt teachers 
had to adjust to completely different class- 
rooms. Ex-Groveton teachers also had to 
adjust, many of them arrived to find that their 
classroom assignments had been changed 
from last year. Former Tigers had to get used 
to the change facilities and overcrowding at 
what was once a comfortable, spacious 
school. Former Federals had to accustom 
themselves to an entirely different campus, 
one that for them lacked the warmth of their 
old school. They also had to adapt to a school 
with three buildings, three cafeterias, and a 
much more spread type of layout. 

With lunchtime came a whole slew of ques- 
tions: Which cafeteria does one it in? Where’s 
the junior-senior cafeteria at this place? What 
happened to the murals and the round tables? 
What’s the deal with this line? Eventually 
Wolverines straightened themselves out and 
settled down to the true purpose of lunch. 

At 2:06 the bell rang and the first day of West 
Potomac High School ended. Well, not en- 
tirely. Older wolverines still had to drive home 
and when they got to their cars they were dis- 
mayed to discover that no cars would be 
allowed to leave until all of the buses (more 
than forty of them) had departed. 

Wrinkles remained to be ironed out, but all in 
all the first day went well — despite the anxiety 
felt by many officials of the Fairfax County 
school system. The two student bodies merged 
smoothly, and at least one lingering question 
remained for at least 500 students: Whatever 
happened to senior privileges?

Many students at West Potomac have 
either never heard of or know what I.C.T. is. 
It stands for Industrial Cooperative Training. 
Approximately 51 participating students get 
out 4th or 5th period, or just after school, to go 
to work. Work can be anything from a dental 
assistant to a welder. Students do this for 
various reasons; many don't plan to go to 
college, and want to get an early start in their 
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field. I.C.T. places them according to their 
personality. Almost 85% of these students stay 
in their career field for the rest of their lives. 
Many get promoted or even get their own 
business started after a few years. However, 
this program does include the college 
bound. About one fifth of the students are 
computer programmers or engineering assis- 
tants at Ft. Belvoir and the Naval Research 
Lab. Sponsor Mr. Tolley claims, “It’s ex- 
cellent for students who are earning their own 
way through college.” A lot of kids just need 
money. 

The program lasts for two years and usually 
starts with sixteen-year-old Juniors. Occa- 
sionally, in special cases, I.C.T. will take 
sophomores and seniors. 

In the class part of the program, the 
students study “life skills”; they must work at 


least 540 hours to pass the class. It is worth 
credits. 

In the past twenty-five years, I.C.T. has 
placed students in every field there is. 
Member Cornelius Hackley says, “You take it 
not just for the credits but for better envi- 
ronmental experience in your future job.”

WEATHER WREAKS HAVOC | 


WITH CLASS TIME 


Events of 1985-1986 were full of triumph 
and tragedy, hopes and fears. Disasters were 
both natural and man-made. Long-simmering 
South Africa erupted in violence, while a 
volcano, earthquakes, air crashes and famine 
killed thousands more. Yet there were also 
reasons for hope — an unprecedented gush of 
charity fund-raising, a charismatic new leader 
in the Kremlin and a summit meeting that 
held, if not answers, promise. Month by 
month, headlines ranged from shocking to in- 
credible, exciting, to inspiring. 

In June of 1985, the hunt for the most 
wanted war criminal intensified in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. Was the 1979 drowning victim really 
Josef Mengele, the Nazi doctor repsonsible

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for sending 400,000 to their deaths at 
Auschwitz? After weeks of study, the scien- 
tists reached a unanimous verdict: the 
skeleton was indeed that of the infamous 
“Angel of Death.” Finally, after 40 years, case 
closed. June was also the month when Palesti- 
nian terrorists hijacked TWA flight 847. Two 
Lebanese men menaced the 153 on board and 
murdered an American Navy man, 
recognized by his haircut. One poised flight 
attendant stanched the bloodshed and 
emerged a heroine: Uli Derickson. The 
Czechoslovakian — born woman shielded a 
passenger from blows, pleaded for the 
hostages’ lives and defused violence with her 
calm. Finally, the terrorists released the 


passengers before disappearing into the 
Middle East. 

West Germany's Boris Becker became thé 
youngest man ever to win the Wimbledor 
championship on July 7. Later that month the 
Live Aid concerts were held, in Philadelphi: 
and London. The concerts featured the 
biggest names in the music scene and raise¢ 
millions of dollars to help feed starving 
Ethiopians. 

August saw another plane crash — this time 
on a Dallas runway. On this Delta Air Line 
jet, 137 people died, making 1985 the wors 
year ever for deaths caused by accidents in the 
air. August also saw the opening of two brand 
new high schools in Fairfax County — Thoma: 


No school for students, but havoc in downtown 
Alexandria; roads were closed and many buildings 
were severly damaged. 


Motor vehicles served no purpose during the 
floods; boats were the only way to get around on 
the new “Potomac River chanels” of the former 
Alexandria streets.

Jefferson High School for Science and 
Technology, and, of course, West Potomac 
High School. 

September brought the “H’s”: heat, 
Halley's Comet, and hurricanes. The heat in 
Northern Virginia was unbearable; 98- 
degree-plus days became common. Students 
were released from school early on several 
occasions — to jump in the pool, sip a cool 
Sprite, or to retire to cool, air-conditioned 
homes. Hurricanes Elena and Gloria both 
made their presence known with torrential 
rains, and ... more school closings. On 
September 1, seven engineers in the Atlantic 
discovered the 73-year-old remains of the 
great ship, the Titanic. 

October began with heat, gradually cooling 
to autumn. On October 7, the Italian cruise 
ship “Achille Lairo” was hijacked at sea by 
PLO terrorists. After the passengers were 
released, it was discovered that the terrorists 
had ruthlessly slaughtered Leon Klinghoffer, 
an elderly, wheelchair-bound American 
traveling with his wife. With American fury at 
its peak, the United States Navy intercepted a 
plane, which had departed from Egypt, on 
which it was believed that the Arab hijackers 
were flying. The terrorists were indeed on the 
plane, and became transformed immediately 
from victorious criminals to captured 
prisoners, subject to western justice. October 
also saw the arrest and deportation of the con- 
troversial religious cult leader Rajneesh. 

On Election Day 1985, the winning 
Democratic Baliles-Wilder-Terry ticket was a 
historic one. Douglas Wilder (Lieutenant 
Governor) became the first black man, and 
Mary Sue Terry (Attorney General) the first 
woman, to be elected to a statewide office in 
Virginia since Reconstruction. On November 
4, the confused whale Humphrey finally 
found his way back to the Pacific Ocean. After 
defecting to the United States in July, KGB 
agent Vitaly Yurchenko returned to Russia on 
November 6. Soon afterward, Washington 
was sent into a frenzy with the arrival of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, here to open 
the Treasure Houses of Britain exhibit at the 
National Gallery. Five dozen of America’s 
most public personalities were invited to the 
White House dinner for Charles and Di — a 
“private” occasion, according to hostess 
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Nancy Reagan. Many West Potomac students 
were able to see Princess Di when she visited 
J.C. Penney’s at Springfield Mall. Also in 
November, President Reagan met Soviet 
General Secretary Gorbachev at the Summit 
meeting in Geneva, Switzerland. The meet- 
ing seemed to be very successful, and plans 
were made for another conference. Another 
hijacking in November had more disatrous 
results for the hijackers. This time an 
Egyptian plane was hijacked, and the 
Egyptians responded with a massive rescue 
attempt that some said was overzealous, as

any passengers were killed along with terro- 
‘ists. 

_ Natural disasters also dominated the world 
cene in the last months of 1985. A dam burst 
n Italy, killing 200, and a landslide in Puerto 
Rico took 150 more lives. A Mexico 
varthquake left 5000 dead and 150,000 
someless. Then in November Colombia's 
| 


_7,176-foot Nevado del Ruiz erupted, leaving 
nore than 20,000 dead or missing in mud and 
ashes. Then, in California, devastating mud 
lides destroying many homes. 

January marked perhaps the gloomiest day 
or the United States of the decade. The Space 
shuttle Challenger, with its seven anticipa- 
‘ive astronauts aboard, exploded just 73 
seconds after launch, killing the seven. Many 
West Potomac students were stricken by the 
news in Canada — as the Ski Club ski trip was 
occurring simultaneously. Americans were 


shocked, amazed, stunned. But the American 
space program will in no way be terminated; 
the astronauts’ adventurous ways will be 
picked up by others, and space frontiers will 
continue to expand. 

The year 1986 started out as a bad one for 
dictators. Haiti's Jean-Claude (“Baby Doc’) 
Duvalier and the Phillipines’ Ferdinand 
Marcos were both forced to flee their coun- 
tries where more democratic governments 
took over. 

Manute Bol, the Chicago Bears, and Joe 
Theismann made headlines on the Sports 
page this year. The tallest player in the NBA 
was probably called “Shorty” back home; 
Manute Bol is a mere seven feet six, while his 
Dinka grandfather was a proud seven feet ten. 
The spirited Chicago Bears, with a charm all 
their own, raised money for the city’s 
homeless through “The Super Bowl Shuffle.” 
Defensive lineman William “‘The 
Refrigerator’ Perry, quarterback Jim 
McMahon, and running back Walter Payton 
lead the Bears to their Super Bowl triumph on 
January 26, 1986. Washington Redskins 
quarterback Joe Theismann’s season ended 
prematurely when he broke his leg in a 
November New York Giants game. 


The “Coke war” was a battle between 
classic, diet, cherry, caffeine-free, and new 
Coke. Before long, supermarkets stocked up 
with even more kinds of Coke: classic- 
caffeine-free-diet, new-caffeine-free, new- 
diet, new-caffeine-free-diet . . . 

Milk cartons proclaimed the benefits of 
calcium in preventing osteoporosis and intro- 
duced a campaign to save missing children. 
The illness and death of Rock Hudson focused 
world-wide attention on the AIDS threat. 
And was Sweetheart a unicorn that was found 
in a back lot, as claimed by Ringling Brothers 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus, or a goat with its 
horns grafted together, as claimed by the 
ASPCA? 

In the world of theater, the Cosby Show 
won an Emmy Award for Best Comedy Series. 
Miami Vice lead all other competitors, pick- 
ing up 15 Emmy nominations. Madonna and 
Sean Penn were married, and began filming 
movies together. “Back to the Future, ” 
“White Nights,” “St. Elmo’s Fire,’ and 
“Witness” were popular movies, and “Out of 
Africa” and “The Color Purple” were award- 
winning pictures.

Bloodshed continued to plague South 
Africa. The violence went unreported, 
however, when the white minority South 
African government prohibited all news 
cameramen from covering the riots. The black 
South African Bishop Tutu was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize for his efforts to bring 
justice to this troubled land. 

Oil prices plummeted to less than a dollar a 
gallon as a result of the worldwide oil glut. Too 
much oil and low oil prices were good news to 
the ears of most of the world; but many oil 
workers soon found themselves jobless. 

For the United States, it was time to 
retaliate against terrorism around the world. 
The bombing of the disco club, “La Belle,” in 
West Berlin, resulted in what President 
Reagan described as “an act of self-defense.” 
U.S. officials said the administration had 
responded to “irrefutable evidence” linking 
the bombing of the disco to Muammar 
Kaddafi’s terrorist teams. The United States 
bombed Tripoli, the capital of Libya, on April 
14, 1986. The immediate purpose of the plan, 
to punish Kaddafi for his terrorist activities, 
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was achieved, but many around the world 
questioned the long-range value of America’s 
retaliation. 

The Chernobyl nuclear accident on April 
26, 1986 was as bewildering as it was frighten- 
ing. A 1,000-megawatt power plant suddenly 
became a fountain of death. The breakdown 
and explosion posed a riddle for physicists and 
engineers and a nightmare for those affected. 
Where did the disaster begin, why didn’t 
anyone stop it, and how many will suffer or die 
because of it? The Soviet Union’s closed 
society did all it could to suppress the 
answers. 

May 3, 1986: It was NASA’s first launch 
since the Challenger disaster and it seemed 
like a sure thing. When it went up from Cape 
Canaveral that evening, all systems were 
normal. Then, 71 seconds into flight, the 
Delta's main engine mysteriously shut down. 
Coming just three weeks after an Air Force 
Titan 34D rocket exploded seconds after liftoff, 
the Delta failure raised yet again the troubling 
question: what's wrong with the U.S. space 
program? 


The Chernobyl disaster represented a los 
of political face for Moscow. But it also posed 
broader issue. In less than five months, th 
United States has lost a shuttle, and the Sovie 
Union, Chernobyl. Scientific arrogance an 
national pride were involved in both dis 
asters, tempting some to cover up and othe 
to lose faith in the “god of technology.” Th 
challenge now is to learn from catastrophe 
and to correct the errors that produce them 
not to give in to the fear they inspire. 

At the Tokyo economic summit startin 
May 4, 1986, economic issues seemed far les 
pressing in contrast to terrorism and nuclea 
accidents. The Reagan administration hope 
to use the summit to gain allied support for it 
campaign against Libya and internationa 
terrorism. Then the nuclear accident 
Chernobyl seemed likely to play a major rol 
in the proceedings. In addition to thes 
issues, the Reagan administration feared 
major crisis threatening the world economy: 
recession triggered by a shrinking trade.

As one colum- 
nist said, “They included a black, a woman, a 
Jew, a Vietnam veteran, an Oriental, and 


even a man named Smith. They were 


America.” 
A poster was placed in the entrance hall to 


Springbank so students could express their . 


emotions about the tragedy. Many took the 
opportunity with heartfelt sincerity. “A great 


ship asks deep waters,” one wrote. Others 
quoted from the Bible, some quoted Latin, 
and some even composed original poems. The 
poster was sent to the astronauts families in 
care of NASA. 

More than anything, the shuttle crew is 
mourned because of its strength and bravery. 
The members of the crew stand as invaluable 
role models for young people not to let adver- 
sity and danger keep them from progress and 
a challenge. That’s the way the crew of the 
Challenger would want it. 
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he West Potomac 1985 varsity

The West Potomac Rifle Club bridges the 
line between a club activity and a varsity 
sport. The club concentrates its efforts on 
training students in competitive marksman- 
ship which is fired in three positions: prone, 
standing, and kneeling. Most of the shooting 
is done at Fort Belvoir, and the West Potomac 
Rifle Team, which is selected from club 
members, can earn varsity letters while 
competing in the local 12 school Potomac 
High School Rifle League. Schools from 
Maryland, Virginia and the District are 
represented, and the league often produces 
the High School National Championship 
team. 

The league competition is composed of a 
full schedule of dual matches, and a season- 
ending league tournament to which the four 
top teams and the best individual shooter are 
invited.

TWO VIEWS 


First: 


For the first graduating class of 
West Potomac High School, our 
senior year began with un- 
certainty.
